Belmont had to arrest him. 


He later was taken to London 
and hanged. The charge of pi-| 
racy could not be sustained. In) 
fact, all the evidence seems to, 
be that the proceedings were un- | 
fair and illegal in certain as- 
pects. He was tried on a charge | 
of murdering one of his crew | 
and hanged. 

“My Lord,” he said to the 
judge, when sentence was passed, 
“it is a very hard sentence. For 
my part, I am the innocentest 
person of them all, only I have) 
been sworn against by perjured) 
persons.” 

But they hanged him just the 
same, and the lavish gifts were 
not enough. He had double crossed 
British merchants and the crown, 
and that was an_ unforgivable 
crime. 


Able Mariner 


William Kidd was born in Scot- | 
land but early came to the Ameri- | 
cas. By 1695 he was known as 
one of the ablest mariners sailing 
out of New York. Pirates, en- 
couraged by Spain, were preying 
on British shipping at the time. 
In retaliation a group of English 
merchants organized a fund and 
hired Kidd to take out an armed 
vessel to fight the pirates. 


The British king gave him a 
commission . “To the trusty | 
and well-beloved Captain Kidd, 
commander of the ship Adventure 
Galley.”’ The ship carried 30 guns. 


He sailed from Plymouth in the 
spring of 1696. After visiting New 
York and searching along the'| 
coast to train his crew, he set 
sail for the East Indies and the 
east coast of Africa. 


There was time to meditate 
and out of his meditations came 
the idea of himself turning pirate. 
Careful discussions with his offi- 
cers brought them and the crew 
around. There forthwith began 
a dramatic course of plunder and 
looting, of plank-walking and sud- 
den death. The coasts of Mala- 
bar and Madagascar learned to 
fear him and his bloody crew. 
Sc did the shipping lanes in be-| 
tween. For two years-he was 
the scourge of the bounding main. 


There was, of course, great in- 
dignation in Britain among the | 


merchants who had paid for the! 


ship, the guns and the supplies. | 
But Kidd believed: he would be| 
safe in Boston. In 1698 he re- 
turned boldly to New York. He 
teok precautions and buried most 
of his share of the booty on 
Gardner’s Island at the east end 
of Long Island.

DUESSELDORF, Germany 
(? — Complete returns Sunday 
night in a crucial state election 
gave West German Chancelior 
Konrad Adenauer strong popular 
backing for his pro-Western nu- 
clear armament policies. 

His Christian Democratic party 
recaptured control of North Rhine- 
Westphalia, Germany's biggest 
and richest “state, in an election 
viewed as a popular test of Ade- 
nauer’s administration. 

The party won 104 seats of Par- 
liament’s 200. Two years ago it 
lost control to an alliance of So- 
cialists and Free Democrats. 

The campaign was fought pri- 
marily on national issues with the 
opposition Socialists banking hea- 
vily that the voters would disap- 
prove Adenauer’s controversial 
decision to give West German 
NATO-aligned forces nuclear wea- 
pons. 

Spokesmen for the Socialists and 
the Free Democrats conceded de- 
feat in their ambition to continue 
governing the state in a coalition. 

Socialist Floor Leader E mil 
Gross told reporters the most sig- 
nificant development was a move 
toward a two-party system. 

Wolfgang Doering of the Free 
Democrats said it is ‘“‘a some-

Rolls Fell 
In ’57, Says 
NAACP 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (UPI)—The 
National Assn. for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People said Sun- 
day its membership dropped 
sharply last year due to a con- 
stant harrassment campaign by 
southern foes of racial integra- 
tion. 

The NAACP, in its 49th annual 
report, also said that circulation 
of its monthly publication, ‘“‘The 
Crisis’, was off and that the.or- 
ganization as a whole operated at 
a loss despite a record income of 
more than $700,000. 

The report was released in con- 
nection with the NAACP’s annual 
convention, which opens here 
Tuesday and continues .through 
July 13. 

FIRST DECLINE 

At tha end of 1957, the report 
said, the NAACP’s total paid 
membership was 312,277. This 
was a drop of 37,723 members and 
the first decline since 1949, when 
the organization doubled its mem- 
bership fees. 

Factors the NAACP said con- 
tributed to the loss included: 

—Stepped-up legal attacks 
southern NAACP units. 

—Measures passed by southern | 
legislatures prohibiting teachers 
and other public employes from 
NAACP membership. 

—Demand for publication of the 
names of NAACP officers and 
members in Little Rock, Ark., 
and other communities.

Laborite John Baird of Scotland 
asked the air minister who paid 
for a 680-mile flight Prince Phitip 
made a week ago just to play ina 
polo match. 

“I want to know if the expense 
of the flight was borne by the Air 
Ministry or not,” Baird told the 
House of Commons last week. “‘If 
it was, I think the public has a 
right to know what the cost was.’”’ 

The particular royal trip that 
bothered Baird was made on June 
29. Prince Philip and Queen Eliza- 
beth II, his wife, were on a royal 
visit to Holy Island, off the coast 
of northern England. 

Prince Philip got word that the 
Windsor Park polo team, which he 
captains, had been riddled with in- 
juries and might be short of play- 
ers for a championship match in 
southern England, 340 miles away.

No. 1 U.S. Problem 


“Any city that does not set in mo- 
tion by 1960 a comprehensive program 
to halt blight will be flirting with mu- 
nicipal ruin by 1965.” 

Thus is quoted Federal Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator Albert M. 
Cole in an article in the Christian 
Science Monitor. While this may sound 
like a sentence of doom, the facts back 
him up. They back him up in Atlanta and 
in cities all over the land. 

Presen® population trends indicate 
that before the end of this century the 
urban population of the United States 
will increase to more than 200 million 
persons—almost as many people as the 
total for the nation in 1950. 

But in a nationwide survey, the Mon- 
itor finds that surprisingly ‘little is being 
done to get ready for it and that the 
countrv—especially state governments— 
has not yet recognized the biggest do- 
mestic economic problem facing the na- 
tion. Population growth within the cities 


-and suburban areas forecast an explosion 


to which the fuse has only been lighted. 
Todav in the United States, the Mon- 
itor finds. slums are home to 15 million 
Americans—one out of every dozen peo- 
ple. And yet since its inception in 1949 
to the present, the federal urban renewal 
program has allotted only about 1.2 bil- 
lion dollars to slum clearance. Few states 
have done anything at all to aid hard- 
pressed cities which have become the 
mecca for displaced rural dwellers. 
The most recent available figures for 
total national wealth (1948) is about 800 
billion dollars. More than 400 billion of 
this was invested in cities. But in the 
decade since -1948 urban populations have 
heen increasing at a percentage rate of 
97 compared to 3 for rural areas. And vet 


. capital losses through blight and slums

are endangering the tax base of all ma- 
jor cities and the social structure of the 
nation. 

While 98 billion dollars is expected to 
be spent on highways in the next 20 
years, the cities which they will serve 
are being placed in a progressive eco- 
nomic squeeze by declining downtown 
property vaiues, high taxes and flight of 
middle-income residents to the suburbs. 

Proponents of the countv-unit system 
notwithstanding, a major reason for the 
plight of cities is their lack of political 
representation in state and federal gov- 
ernments. Burgeoning urban populations 
will not permit it to last forever. The 
present system of discrimination against 
urban residents—who pay most of the 
taxes—will collapse under the weight of 
their numbers. 

Meanwhile, those who gloat now over 
the disproportionate allocation of noliti- 
cal power merely are postponing a day of 
reckoning when nolitical, economic and 
social facts must and will be recognized.

Communists Have 


Jitters in France 


LE HAVRE—If the Gaullist revolution has 
accomplished nothing else so far it has at least 


a e laid bare the myth of French Communist might. 
Throughout the postwar era the party of Thorez and Duclos has been 


a powerful factor. 

Together with its Italian coun- 
terpart it has been advertised by 
Moscow and feared by Western 
capitals as an immensely dan- 
gerous fifth column capable under 
critical circumstances of destroy- 
ing NATO from within. 

This legend has been believed 
by virtually everyone, including 
the Communists themselves. Yet 
when crisis came and the Fourth 
Republic crumbled the Marxist 
machine showed not the slightest 
sign’ of fight. It called for strikes 
that didn’t materialize. It spoke 
of ‘‘action”’ 
Itt exhortations to the working 
class met dull indifference. 

Some observers speculate that 
the Kremlin sent secret orders to 
avoid truculence toward De 


Gaulle until his foreign policy had 


assumed clear shape. Others sur- 
mise that Thorez and Duclos are 
so confident the new regime will 
fail that they can afford to bide 
their time in anticipation of a new 
moment of political opportunity 
hext autumn. 

But there is more to the prob- 
lem. 

To begin with, the real strength 
of communism in this country has 
possibly been exaggerated. Dur- 
ing the 1956 elections five million 
votes, or over 20 per cent, were 
cast for the party’s candidates. 
But the great bulk were tradition- 
al protest votes which in France 
always support the Left.

There are probably less than 
600,000 real party members today 
and less than 60,000 reliable mili- 
tants who can be counted on when 
the chips are down. Perhaps that 
simply wasn’t enough when the 
chips descended last month. 

The bleats of Thorez’ daily or- 
gan, L’Humanite, have recently 
sounded like a storm in a wind 
tunnel. It gives every appearance 
of feeling isolated by Moscow's 
cautious and noncommital _atti- 
tude toward De Gaulle. The party 
knows De Gaulle is out to smash 
it. But so far Moscow doesn’t 
seem to care a hoot. 

French communism - suffered 
several damaging blows during 
recent years.

Were one to riffle through the 
lexicon of Marxist jargon, one 
could discover no better word 
than “‘revisionism’’ — what Tito 
is charged with—to express the 
feelings of party members fed to 
the teeth with current Soviet pol- 
icy. If the new Gaullist regime 
can maintain its present momen- 
tum and can win any real labor 
support, French communism will 
sicken.

Adams Resignation 
Looks Certain Now 


WASHINGTON—All the extraordinary and 
icy skill of Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
as the master politician of the Republican Party 


is being engaged by the Sherman Adams affair. Few men have less 
reason to feel unhappy at Adam’s troubles. 


It was Sherman Adams, as as- 
sistant to the President, who 
shouldered Nixon out of the way 
to become for a time the acting 
president when Eisenhower had 
his heart attack. 

The vice president today could 
repay the score handsomely. He 
could finish off Adams’ public 
career with a single public sen- 
tence. Even though the Presi- 
dent himself is still standing with 
his ‘“‘imprudent’’ assistant, this 
arrangement could not possibly 
survive any strong intimation of 
disapproval by Nixon. 

Nevertheless, Nixon has not 
turned on Adams. His intuitive 
smell of political reality is far 
more acute than that of either 
Adams or Eisenhower.

It 
seems more likely, however, that 
the thorn was a physical malady 
of some kind—perhaps eve trou- 
ble, epilepsy, or even more prob- 
able, malaria, which was a com- 
mon scourge in the Mediterran- 
ean world. : 

Whatever it was, it surely 
caused torment and agony. Ona 
three times Paul prayed that he 
might be freed from it. God in- 
deed answered his prayer but not 
as Paul might at first have 
wished. God’s answer was this. 
“My grace is sufficient for vou, 
for my power is made perfect 
in weakness’ (‘2 Corinthians 
12:8). The word “‘grace’’ in the 
New Testament always means 
power. The Lord promised Paul! 
that divine power was available 
to him and that in the strength 
God would provide Paul would be 
able to withstand any torment.

Race Driver Bisch 
Dies From Injuries 


Operation Fails To Revive 


Victim of Lakewood Spill

Death came to 32-year-old Art Bisch, race driver, 
at 1:25 p.m. Sunday afternoon. 


It was not unexpected, but, Lou. 
death always comes as a shock since. flying from Phoenix, Sun- 
‘and, especially in the case of |

‘nessman who just a few weeks 
_ago won his greatest racing vic-

tory at Milwaukee in the same 
car that snipped off his life. 

He never fully -regained con- 
sciousness after his smashup on 
the 39th lap of Friday’s 100-mile 
championship car race: at Lake- 
wood. 

A turn for the worse Saturday 
necessitated emergency § sur- 
gery for removal of the right 
frontal lobe of the brain. The 
surgeon said later, however, 
damaye to the-brain was so 
extensive there was no hope 
for recovery. 

The tragic -acing fatality -was 
Lakewood’s first since Frank 
Lupto died in a flaming stock 
car in 1953, ang the first cham-

Wolfson on Listings 


: By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK—Three Wolfson-controlled com- 
panies have shares listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change and a fourth is seeking this privilege. 


Of the three listed, one is a borderline case as to whether 
it should continue to enjoy this listing because of the small amount 


of shares in public hands. 


A second company was a borderline case up to 
a year ago, when, through the kindness of the 
Stock Exchange’s listing department, it was al- 
lowed to make a highly profitable secondary dis- 
tribution of a block of stock. This stock had a sen- 
sational rise a few months before the public dis- 
tribution—going from $22 to $58 a share in a month. 

The three listed Wolfson companies are: 

Merritt-Chapman & Scott, the large construc- 
tion and harbor lighterage concern. 

New York Shipbuilding, with 80.9 per cent of 
its outstanding stock held by Merritt-Chapman. 

Devoe & Reynolds, the paint company, with 
94.5 per cent of the 446,322 “A” shares outstanding 
and 99.8 per cent of the 182,001 ‘B’’ shares. shares are 


listed on the New York Stock Exchange. The ‘'B” shares are 
traded over the counter. The American Stock Exchange dropped 
the ‘‘B’’ shares because of the small public holdings.

The fourth company for which Wolfson is seeking a Big Board 
listing, is Universal Marion, formerly Capital Transit. It was the 


shell’ left after Wolfson sold out the Washington traction proper- 
ties at a profit running into the seven figures. 


Universal Marion has become a vehicle for taking over a couple 
of other Wolfson enterprises—Marion Power Shovel and Osgood 
Corp. Also, it bought 100,000 Merritt-Chapman shares and has an 
agreement to buy 150,000 additional shares. 

All of these deals—the stock and the acquisition of the two com- 
panies—are the subject of minority stockholder suits. 


The continued listing by the Stock Exchange of Devoe & Reyn- 
olds is open to real question, for it is a very, very limited market 
with Merritt-Chapman holding 94.5 per cent of the ‘‘A.”’ 


The interesting market is that in New York Shipbuilding on 
the Big Board. Through an exchange of stock and purchases in 
the market, Merritt-Chapman gained more than 90 per cent of 
New York Shipbuilding’s outstanding stock. 


Trading in the stock was heavy in the first two months of '55, 
when the exchange offer was made—volume being 134,300 and 132,- 
300 shares. The market quieted down with only 1,300 shares chang- 

g hands in December. The market’s range tha® year was from 
a high of $25.62'2 to a low of $21.50. 

In 1956, trading volume got down to 600 shares in the months 
of June and July. The stock sold down to 19 in June. In Sep- 
tember, the stock had a range of $20.12'2 to $23 on a turnover 
of 1,700 shares. The next month the stock started to move, it went 
from a low of $22 to a high of $28.50, but the real zoom came 
in November, with the shares touching $58. 


The Stock Exchange around this time was giving the company 
a nudge about the small amounts of shares in the public's hands— 
only 58,340 shares out of 1,280,504 shares outstanding. Merritt- 
Chapman held 1,222,164, or slightly more. than 95 per cent. 


On the big bulge in November 21.480 shares of the “free” 
08,340 shares changed hands. In December volume was 10,590. 

The shares flopped around, going from $54.50 in January to 
$32. in April. Then it was announced Merritt-Chapman was going 
to male a secondary of 190,660 share at $37 a share. The stock 
had gotten up to above this figure and the SEC permited stabilj- 
Zalion. 

When the market sold off last summer, New York Shipbuilding 
broke to $18.12'2, representing a loss to investors who bought the 
secondary offering in May of $18.87!2. This price was not far from 
where it was in the summer of 1956, before the end-of-the-year 
run-up. 


The current market is around $26.50, and the low for this year 
is $25.12'2. 


The Stock Exchange has been kind to Wolfson, as it has also 
heen to that other operator prominent in the corporate raiding 
field—Leopold D. Silberstein of Penn-Texas. 


Last December, the Stock Exchange allowed the ticker tape 
to “paint” a picture of great activity in the New York Shipbuild- 
ing shares, which were then traded in 10-share units. 


The ‘“‘painting’’ was done by giving frequently the bid and asked 
quotations in between actual trades. Publicity on this ‘‘painting’’ 
brought a change to 100-share trading units.

Many Disturbances 
Can Cause Stroke 


When a person suffers an at- 
tack of dizziness, blurred vision, 
mental confusion, and weakness 
or paralysis of the extremities, 
we tend to call the condition a/| 
stroke. It can result from many | 
types of circulatory disturbances | 


to the brain. But the term en- 
compasses a variety of causes | 
and in this respect is not ex: | 
planatory. |

Years ago another symptom— 
fever—was a common diagnosis. 
We now know that there are 
numerous causes of a rise in 
temperature and we make a dis- 
tinction between the manifesta- 
tion and the disease (cause and 


effect). 

The same applies to stroke. 
Disturbances in circulation are 
the most common origins, espe- 
cially in older persons with hard- 
ening of the arteries. In some 
instances a blood vessel rup- 
tures, resulting in hemorrhage; 
in others, a brain artery is ob- 
structed by clot or narrowed by 
spasm. The treatment for each | 
disorder differs and this is the, 
reason the physician prefers to 
qualify his diagnosis. 

An unconscious baby boy, who| 
was paralyzed on one side, was 
carried to the hospital by his 
frightened parents. He had the | 
same findings as the elderly man 
I had seen the night before. 
Both had strokes. 

At first it was thought the in- 
fant had encephalitis but subse- 
quent tests showed there was | 
bleeding into the brain. The 
child was born with a weakened 
blood vessel that had ballooned 
out like a defective inner tube | 
(aneurysm). A _ coughing spell | 
caused a small tear in the pas- | 
sageway and blood was seeping | 
into the brain. Surgery saved the 
youngster’s life. 

The oldster I mentioned had 
suffered hemorrhage of the brain 
also, but from an artery that
